MR. SWIFT MacNEILL ON 


DISESTABLISHMENT. 


Mr. Swift MacNeill delivered a lecture last 
night before St. Paul's Social Club, Glena- 
Beary, on the “ Irish Church before and after 

isestablishment."’ Rev. F. Robinson, Vicar 
presided. : 

He said that they could not appreciate the 
present without looking over the past; their 
religion was an historical religion and their 
creed was an historical creed. To look over 
the past history of the Church would, he 
thought, give them a. greater appreciation 
and greater sense oí thankfulness to God for 
the blessings which disestablishment had 
brought to the spiritual life of the [Irish 

“AS i 

e had read in Monday's paper a very im- 
bain and inspiring sermon by the há 
ishop oí Dublin, in which he had referred to 
the hope of immortality and the ertainty of 
it. Then he had read that at the @nclusion of 
the sermon there was a collection on behalf 
of the missions—and they were magnificent 
mission—of Trinity College, Dublin. 

A few years ago the Irish Church was not 
able to havé missions, and its own churches 


were extremely badly managed. The Irish 


bishops were not appointed for their excel- 
lence, but: because they were the younger 


brothers of peers who probably got their 


peerages from such motives as might. affect 
Mr. Lloyd George. It was no wonder that in 
the days of the Establishment there were de- 
piorable abuses in the Irish Church. Then 
they ‘had no foreign missions. But the Dis- 
established Church had been able to organise 
and establish missions out of her poverty and 
to proclaim herself a missi Church. 

The Disestablished Church had been saved 
from a most intolerable immigration of men 
vent over to get £5,000 or £6,000 a year each 
as Irish bishops. Now they had got the 


choice of their own clergy; the parishes had . 


a voice, and the bishops had-a voice; and, so 
far as he could see, there had been no great 
instance of a deserving man being passed 
over. Everything in the Church was open to 
every one who was competent, useful, and 
profitable in his vocation. 

They had got @ new and reformed Evangeli- 
cal Irish Church, and had now no fear of 
hearing their sermons preached by persons 
hom they would not receive in their drawing- 
rooms.

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The genius of British statesmanship, like 
the genius of the people themselves, con- 
sists in character rather than im braims. 
Tiere have been more talented statesmen 
than Mr. Bonar Law, who died yesterday, 
worn out in his country’s service. There 


| have been few who did better work for 


Britain in her hour of need, and Mr. 
Law s achievement was mainly the fruit 
of his personal qualities of faith, simplicity 
and courage. England never had a less 
self-seeking Prime Minister than the man 
whom the collapse of the War Coalition 
pushed into office almost against his will. 
He cared little for the grade or nature of 
his duty: the duty itself was everything 
to him. Im that spirit he endured toil, 
bereavement and the buffets of politics 
with an equal mind, and forced nerve and 
sinew to serve his turn long after they had 
gone. Loyalty was the keynote of Mr. 
Bonar Law's character. He was beginning 
to be a middle-aged man when he entered 
Parliament as Unionist member for 
Glasgow. His industry, debating power 
and masterly grasp of detail placed him 
at once in the inner councils of his party. 


leader of the tariff reform movement, 
and it is by a strange coincidence 
that Mr. Law s death and his successor’s 
definite adhesion to the policy of Protec- 
tion are announced on the same day. The 
crisis of December, 1916, made Mr. Lioyd 
George Prime Minister and Mr. Law Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and Leader of the 
House of Commons. The grave and care- 
ful Scotsman’s loyalty to his brilliant, 


almost wonderful. Mr. Lloyd George was 
multo sufflamine consul, and, perhaps, 
England never will realise her full debt 
to Mr. Law’s advice and influeice during 
the crucial morths of the war. After the 
Peace Conference his health failed, but 
another crisis recalled him, a weary and 
wounded Cincinnatus, and a general elec- 
tion put him at thé head of affairs, In 
May the King accepted his resignation, and

has resigned the burden of life. 

Mr. Bonar Law played a historic part 
in Irish politics, and, perhaps, we may 
say that his gifts of character never were 
demonstrated more remarkably than in 
this stubborn field. His training, his con- 
victions, and, perhaps, that “something of 
the Shorter Catechist ” which he ixherited 
with his Scottish blood made him an ardent 
supporter of the claims of Unionist Ulster. 
It was, indeed, the only ¢atse which pro- 
voked this mormally cool man to the 
language of passion, Between 1912 and 
1914 Mr. Law and Sir Edward Carson 
were the great Twin Brethren of the

point of view, therefore, an election before 
Christmas has much to recommend it. 
On the other hand, nothing conid be so 
disturbing to the trade oi the country as a 
general election. A dissolution of Parlia- 
ment at the present crisis in industrial 
and econami affairs might be disastrous. 
It certainly would be cosily, dangerous, 
and ill-advised. The nation is greater 
than any party, and, if Mr. Baldwin's 
policy is sound, he need not fear the 
rivalry of a resurgent Liberalism next 
spring. 

The most ardent exponent of Free Trade 
must admit that Mr. Baldwin has made a 
very good case for a change. Universal 
Free Trade, he said, is a dream which 
never is likely to be realised. Every 
country in the world, with the sclitary ex- 
ception of Great Britain, has adopied a 
policy of Protection. Even the Briticrh 
Dominions have refused to follow the lead 
of the mother country, and the Cobdenite 
idea of Free Trade throughout the world 
no longer is in the region of practical 
politics. Steam and electricity have 
revolutionised transport, and nations so 
far away from Britain as Japan are now 
in a position to “dump” “their goods in 
the Britwh market at prices with which 
the home manufacturer cannot possibly 
hope to compete. Furthermore, the com- 
plete demoralisation of Continental, and 
notably of German, labour since the war 
has placed the British producer at an 
added disadvantage, and he is exposed to- 
day to what Mr. Baldwin described as 
“the merciless competition ” of his foreign 
rivals. Mr. Baldwin proposes, therefore, 
in the first place to foster peace at home 


and abroad ; in the next place, to use the|. 


national savings for the renewal and de- 
velopment. of. productive machinery ; 
again, to check the drain of man-power 
from the country to the towns, and finally 
to establish a tariff wall against foreign 
imports. He will give a substantial 
preference to the Dominions, and hopes in 
this way not only to improve the Jot of the 
British working man, but at the same 
time to strengthen the bonds of Empire. 
Ireland, naturally, has a direct and sub- 
stantial interest in this proposed change 
of policy. The adoption of a protective 
tariff by Britain would be anything but 
an unmixed blessing for the Free State, 
the trade of which depends almost entirely 
on the British market. Until Mr. Baldwin 
announces his plans in greater detail, 
however, judgment must be withheld. The 
admission of Irish products free of duty 
into a protected Britain, of course, would 
“make” the Free State, and we feel sure 
that this concession could be secured by 
the Irish Government. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

Farther outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease have occurred in various parts of 
England, necessitating the destruction of 
live stock to the tune of £158,000. At the 
same time comes the demand of a well- 
known stockbreeder that the British 
Ministry of Agriculture shall take greater 
pains to trace the exact origin of these 
outbreaks. It seems that the impression 
prevails among stock-breeders that the 
disease is being spread intentionally by 
some evilly disposed person or persons, 
anxious to destroy the British stock- 
raising indusiry. This is not the first sug- 
gestion of the kind. Some years ago, when 
tnere was a violent outbreak of the disease 
in various parts of Ireland, it was rumoured 
that people were going through the country, 
distributing cultures of foot-and-mouth 
disease. The suggestion originates not 
from any basis of substantiv: evidence, 
but from the fancied ease with which a 
person anxious to strike a blow at his own 
or some other country’s live stock trade 
could operate. Actually the man who 
embarked upon this ungenerous business 
would not find it at all easy. Little is 


known about the disease—of which the/ 


active principle, be it vegetable or animal, 
has yet to be isolated—beyond the fact 
that it is astonishingly contagious, Even

The. following letter has been addressed by 

Mr. James Larkin to President Cosgrave :— ' 
i October 30, 1925. 

Sre,— Your letter of October 29th reached 
me at noon to-day.  [ thank you for the 
reply. I appreciate the spirit and the form 
in which it was written. 

I fail to understand what you desire to 
convey by the sentence—‘‘ The language used 
in your paper.” I do not Know what 
language you refer to, whether the Gaelic 
language or the English language, but the 
words therein printed were written to be 
understood, and to convey considered thought 
to the reader... But what the paper has to 
do with the subject matter contained in the 
letter sent you t fail to understand. I set 
down a definite suggestion... I am not oon- 
cerned with the amount.of credit you will 
grant me. I asked you to t in sincerity 
a suggestion “which, | believe, the majority of 
the people in this country would agree with 
and accept. I made no attempt to complicate 
a dispute about wages with the political issue. 
What .[ did suggest was that the wage- 
earners were prepared to consider the human 
issue, which 1s above politics and wages, in 
my humble opinion. I say the workers were 

repared to resume work at a lower scale of 
living than formerly, to prove their sincerity 
and their belief in , their belief in the 
right of a human being, even though opposed 
to them politically, to enjoy fall liberty. 

It was in this hope and for this purpose the 
suggestion was made: that industrial peace 
would connote political peace, and that civil 
and human rights would be restored to every 
man and woman within this country. ' 
is more concerned with the safety and stability 
of the country than the worker? Governments 
are but things of an hour, Premiers and 
Cabinet Ministers are of an hour; but the 
worker is the nation, without whom there can 
be no nation. 

I appreciate your doubt of my honesty. It 
is worthy of you. That I lack a sense of 
proportion, PK ene from your understandi 
of proportion, is true. That 8,000 to 10,000 
citizens should be incarcerated, guarded by 
20,000 armed guards; that the workers gene- 
rally should have to find the means whereby 
both prisoner and guardian should exist—be- 
cause a few individuals, fearful of their politi- 
cal position and security, continue to keep 
these ten thousand body-bound, and use 
measures that are worthy of a Nero—is a 
sense of EC NA oe aga to the spirit bí the 
people of this country and to the century in 
which we live. It is you and those associated 
with you who are responsible under Heaven 
for the continuance of the inhuman and un- 
conditions that exist in this country.

Without economic peace. there 
can be no © political peace, “and without 
economic peace there can be no soul peace 
within this nation. 

The suggestion was submitted to you, I 
repeat, in all sincérity. You .have tried for 
the t three months, using every power 
and ingenuity within the scope of a Govern- 
ment, using all forms of propaganda, and 
holding out all sorts of inducements, to 
compel the working section of this country 
to submit to the conditions demanded by the 
employing class. You have supported that 
employing class to the uttermost of your 
power, and you have failed up to this hour 
to convince the workers. It may be that 
within the scope of my suggestion there.is a 
possibility of a settl e. I. leave the 
suggestion with you. realisation of its

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—It is true a vast amount of 


servants hed, .. 
y no means con 

the recent British Committee. The pro 

is just ‘as acute here, but, without having any 
Government ‘inquiry, many of the minor 
grievances (on both sides) have been, or are 
in fair way of being, adjusted. We hear a 
great dea] about the sho of servants, but 
we hear very little about absence of any 
attraction to domestic service. If as many 
articles were devoted to the drawbacks of 
domestic service as an occupation—in all its. 
aspects, hours of work, “time off,” freedom ; 
of movements, the cap, social status, etc.—as 
there are on the other side regarding restless- 
ness, unreasonable demands, bad training, 
etc., the matter might’ be more speedily 
settled. Unfortunately, the average maid of 
ability has not time or inclination to defend : 
her class in the Press or elsewhere. .She 
prefers simply to bide her time, desert that | 
class at the earliest. possible moment, and find 
work in the ‘‘ outside’’ world, where she is a 
free citizen, although, perhaps, a poor one. 
There she can do as she likes on her evenings, . 
Sundays and Saturday afternoons. She can 
have a vote and be known as ‘‘ Miss,” instead 


who happeus to call at her employer's house. 
I do not say that these are all the objections. 
Her desires may be very childish, and are not, 
perhaps, very wise. But that they are the 
thahghte which urge most young girls to steer 
clear, or to cut clear, of domestic service 
every wise mistress in Dublin knows. I think 
that you aré mistaken in thinking it is the 
discipline which makes it unattractive. There 
is far stricter discipline in a factory where 
a girl works all day at high speed under 
forewomen. 

No committee or State gp oi will 
solve the problem, nor will supercilious 
articles‘help ‘much. I hasten to add that we 
are grateful for the consistent publicity which 

ou give this subject. Of course, there se 
had mistresses and bad servants, but, [ assure 
you, ‘these do not constitute the problem, 
ut a bad system, in which mistresses 
and good maids are entangled just as mucin 
as the others. It is a system surviving a by- 
gone age and it must go. The best employers 
are willing to discuss grievances and remove 
them, and many have already done so through 
conferences with the domestic workers’ section 
of our Union. I believe that domestic service 
can and soon will be made a desirable liveli- 
hood for young girls beginning life. The 
other kind of employer must follow suit or 
continue to suffer from the ‘‘servant shoriage,’’ 
or relieve the misery of their badly-kert 
hotses by writing letters to the papers on

Sm,—Lord Belmore’s. statement in your 
columns to-day that the Dukedom of Somer- 
set is unique in that its second title is only a 
Barony, may, haps, be supplementéd by 
the mention of yet another unique feature 
of this Peerage. The Dukes of Somerset, 
like many holders of Peerages, are 
Baronets, but the Baronetcies are invariably 
of a creation earlier than the creation of the 
Peerages, whereas the Baronetcy of the Duke 
of Somerset is of a creatidn later than the 
Dukedom creation. Protector Somerset’s 
Dukedom was created in 1547, with remainder 
to the issue of his second wife, and after 
those to his male descendants by his first 
wife. It was only after the lapse of more 
than two centuries, in . 1750, that. the 
Dukedom of Somerset (the-male line of the 
first Duke by his second wife, to whom the 
patent in the first instance was limited, hav- 
ing failed) reverted to the male issue of the 
El gcas bY ha first wie me person. of 
i ward.
